ears, Thesecond charge was laid under 

‘0. 7 of 1865, the Larceny Ordinance, and 
was simply receiving stolen goods knowing 
the same to have been stolen. The learned 
Counsel then proceeded to state the facts 
of the case. ‘the junk Pang Ahing left 
Hongkong on the 20th of May last for 
Swatow. Sho was attacked that evening 
by a-couple of junks, and a quantity of 
cargo was taken fom her, including 19 new 
auchors belonging toa man who was a pas- 
senger on board, At the last Criminal 
Sessions two men’ were convicted and pun- 
ished for this piracy. The passenger to 
whom the anchors belonged, on his retur 
here, found one of the men who had beon 
concerned in the piracy and had him 
arrested. Walking along the street he 
found some of the anchors that had been 
atolen exposed for sale in ashop. He got 
a friend and examined the ‘anchors and 
laid ap information and had the shop-man 
arrested. By eome intimidation or other, 
however, some evidence was given before’ 
the Magistrate which lod to his discharge 
in the first instance; then subsequently 
some ‘facta camo out which called for 
another enquiry before the same Magis- 
trate, who finally committed him for 
trial before the Supremo Court. . The 
evidence againat the man was that he had 
bought .a lot of anchors from somebody 
and did not find out who he was; he had 
put down a name to which they could find 
no one answerlng at Kowloon, the address 
given, and he bought the anchors at far 
below the market price, The Jury, look- 
ing to the whole facts that would be lafd 
before them, and the whole conduct of the 
man, would have to say whether they be. 
lieved that the man recelved or had those, 
anchors in bis possession knowing them to 
have been piratically stolen, 

Kwong Sung Kee, blackemith, the pas- 
senger to whom the 19 new anchors on 


board belonged, ho- taking them then to} 


Swatow for aule, declaréd their value to be 
at Swatow aay $50. He deposed to the 
conviction, at the Inst seasion, of the two 
mon for stealing theancbors. Ho identified 
the eight auchors produced as his property. 
fae’ he found at the Shing Hee shop, 
Praya West, amongst a hundred or 80, -He 
communicated with the police, and returned 
to the-shop accompanied by an Inspector. 
When he claimed the anchors, the prisoner 
said—** Don't press the charge against me, 
and I will give you some money to drink 
tea.” “The anchors would be worth Tia, 7 
or Tia, 8 per pioul, $15 or $16 in all. 
In cross exainitiativn he said :—I gave Tle. 


| 2 per picul for the iron out of which these 


anchors were made. Tbreo men (including 
myself) were engaged in making these an- 
chors for three or four days, I paid the 
two men $6 a month, with food. There 
wore, he ssid, very few anchors from Fat- 
vban; nearly all the anchors were made 
here, There. were many shops engaged. 
Tie anchors wore of 8 very common make, 
(Witness, apparently misunderstanding the 
tneaning. of the learned Counsel’s question, 
remarked that things that were meant to 
go down to the bottom of the sea did not 
require to be otherwise than of common 
make). On the 17 anchors he heped to 
make §8 profit, The frei;ht was $2 odd. 
The anchors altogether weighed about 4) 
piculs, When he saw the anchors first be 
went for a friend to seo. that during b's 
absence going for the police they were not 
removed. ‘ho prisoner dealt larely in 
anchors, &. Those now produced were 
the same as were produced in tho trial of 
the pirates, (Conviction put in.) 
- Ingpector t indsay deposed to the appre- 
bension of the prisoner and the seizure of 
the anchors, Ho stated in crozs-exawina. 
tion that the shop of the prisoner is a 
reapectable-looking shop which he has 
known for some time. It is not a large 
ehop. The anchors were shown near the 
door, so that anyone passing m ght see 
them. A book kept by the prisoner which by

Kwok’ Fuk Shang, another blacksmith, 
said the value of anchors like these was 
ls, 3:2 or Tls. 3,. There are ‘hawkers wuo 
sell to the merchants, They sold 3 or 4 or 
7 ata time ; he dealt with them very little, 
however; he generally knew the men from 
whom he bought anchors, 


Mr Hayllar, in addressing the jury for 
the prisoner, stated precisely the two 
charges, remarking that they really came to 
very much the same thing, save that in the 
first the man muat have known to have been 
piractically stolen, whereas in the other he 
must have known they were stolen. Any one 
dealing in stolen . goods was not guilty of 
an offence unless he knew that these goods 
were stolen,—unless he had, as the 
law termed it, guilty knowledge. Now 
the evidenc®? was never, in cases where 
guilty knowledge was alleged, what was 
called absolutely direct, because the wit- 
nesses could not: have seen what was pass- 
ing in the man’s mind, and: his guilty 
knowledge could only be evidenced by his 
sets. There were.several things a jury’ 
would always look for before convicting in- 
acasa of this kind. The first thiug wav 
whether he had bought the articles, as the 
books put it, very much under the ordin- 
ary price. Zhen whether, having bought 
these goods, he concealed them or exposed 
them in his shop for sule in the ordinary 
course of busivess. Whether his buying 
such goods.was in the course of bis ordinary 
business or no was also an important con- 
sideration. If it were without the ordinary 
course of bis business it was taten ag in- 
dicating fraud. If they were bought 
under unusual circumstances, aud in an 
unasual wey, thefact-was suspicious. He 
submitted that all these elements were 
wanting in thiscase. On the first point, 
whetber these were the afichors at sll, he 
believed there was room for the gravest 
donbt.. The evidence was of the most 
perfanctory, and suspicious nature. The 
ouly witnesses as to the identity wore 
the complainant in the case and his brother; 
and the latter was only able to swear to 
one anchor out of the eight. . They were 
both, he reminded the jury, engaged-in the 
work of making them. The anchors’ were 
of the commonest poastble description ; 
there were hundreds of thousands of them 
made. Tho evidence of the complainant as 
to the value of the anchors was absolutely 
worthless ; it was entirely co .troverted by 
the other: witnesses; the higheat of their. 
estimates was tnels nineteon, or. say $27; 
and for him totalx about those articles now 
before them belng worth $25, was simply. 
ridiculous, As to the purchase of the an- 
chors it was effected in the ordinary course 
of business,, The prisoner was-a very large 
‘dealer in such wares; there. were over 8 
bundred anchora in the shop at the time; 
there was nothing whatever suspicious in 
the transaction; everything was straight 
forward and regular throughout ; the entry 
was regularly made iathe day-book of the 
firm, The man he bought the an- 
chors from’ was a man at. Kowloon 
whom he knew as a workman in au.iton 
shop; he had known him for the last three 
years, This man they could not now 
produce for the. same simple reason that, 
prevented the prosecution from finding 
bimj—he had ran away.. - The fect that 
the. pirates’ were apprehended. and the 
police were looking after him was sufficient 
to make bim- leave his native place, 
‘and he could not. now be found; tho 
Crown had supplied this piece of evidence.

constable disposed of even the supposition 
that the complainant was telling . the 
truth when he said the man offered 
him money not to press the charge ; he said 
hia instructions were not to let the men talk 
aud he observed these iustruction. The 
man was not the master of the shop ; ‘he 
was an accountant, who in the absence of the 


master was in charge and was reaponalble, | 


He bad only done what apy other person 
would have done, and if he had been un- 
fortunate enough to have been induced to 
buy unwittingly anchors that had been 
stole: he had only fallen into a misfortuna 
which might fall to any one; he had acted 
with the strictest bona fides thr. ughtout 
and hoped to-day to olear bia character 
from the chargé that had been made against 


The Chief Justice, summing up, confined 
himself entirely to dealing with the first 
charge against. the prisoner. The ordin- 
ance under which this charge was laid was 
a stringent law enacted by Sir Richard 
MacDonnell to decrease the piracies’ which 
wore so very rife on this Coast when he 
arrived here, That law provided that who- 
ever shall have taken into bis custody-any 
goods or chattels piratically stolen shall be 
guilty of felopy and shall be punished do., 
and by No 6 of 1869 the worda were insert- 
ed after custody, “without lawful autho- 
rity or excuse (the proof whereof shall lie 
upon the party acoused.”) This wes a 
stringent law ; but it was only right that 
the law ahou!d be stringent concerning the 
man who acted us a go-between between the 
wretched thief and society, in which he 
must have a greater or leas position ‘of 
-reapectability, and from which the thief 
and the pirate were outcasts; the 
man who turned the proceeda of piracies 
into commerce and rendered that valuable 
to the pirate which in his own hand was 
worthless. The Jaw esit stood was not tor 
strong on the peiat, If it was proved that 
this man had these anchors in hig possession 
he haa.to prove that be had legal authority 
or excuse ;.und if he failed to do 49, was 
guilty of felony ‘under this ordinance. 

_ Mr’ ayllar held that the law was only 
meant. to convict of felony 4 man who had 
guilty knowledge. 

His Lordship repoated his reading of the 


law a 

Mr Hayllar did not think this ordinance 
was intended to ulter the law of evidence, 

His Lordship said it was intended to 
alter the law of évidence ao far ay» it con- 
cerned this class of offences, which circum- 
atauces showed requited. to be specially and 
stringently dealt with. Continuing his 


summing up, his Lordship referred to the- 


evidence put in as to what was paid for the 
anchors, He said the bovk’ was simply 
evidence that the man did write in that 
book the words of which they had a transla- 
tion; there was.no proof that what he did 
write was true; they could believe or dis- 
believe aa much as they thought right. 

Mr Wayllar took exception: to this direc- 
tion of his Lordship. The book was proved 
by the Crown to be a book kept in the 
regular course of business. The book was 
put in as a whole, and the Crown could not 
deal with the entries as being partly true 
and partly false, witaout at any rate 
evidence to show what part Ja false. 

Bis Lordship held that such was not the 
law. “ Astatement made by a prisoner,” 
{he quoted a bigh Kaglish authority,) “ is 
made evidence. by being produced to the 
prosecution, but as with all other eviderce 
the jury may believe it or not.” With 
regard to the effect of that entry on their 
minds, his Lordship reminded the jury that 
the records of o imes they read in the news- 
papers showed that the universal practice of 
those who received stulen goods was to 
make such entries in their books as would be 
evidence for them and not against them. A 


But the | 


man who was dishonest enough to purchase | 


stolen goods was quite fit to falsify bis-books 
with a view to attempt to defeat any pro- 
‘seoution that might arise, It was quite 
within the scope of the jury’a duty to con- 
sider whether it was not- possible that the 
man had not made this entry with a view 
to use being made of it in the event of any- 
thing happening and the case coming be- 
fore a jury. As to Mr Hoyllar’s re- 
mark in tbe course of the case, that tho 
Crown undertook, with regard to the 
man said to have sold the anchors, 
to prove ‘‘an’ universal negative” his 
Lordship pointed out that’ the Crown 
had acted very properly in the matter. 
They bad sent a pol caman to Kowloon to 
find out if possible a man whose name was 
given, and who the shopman said had sold 
him the anchors; no auch man could be 
found. It was just as possible that a wrong 
Dame was given in the book as that a wrong 
sum was put down. The queations sub- 
mitted to the jury by his Lordship were 
these :—1. Go you believe this man had 
taken into his castody these anchors? 2, Do 
you believe theso are the anchors that were 
piratically stolen ? 3, Has he produced any 
evidence to lawful authority or excuse? (on 
their views on these questions it depended 
whether. the man came withta what he
